Agreed that the 1000X anneal in Osten et al. does not "cause" the mixing of constituents (as claimed) since the 
1000X anneal "causes no structural changes in the films" [Section D, page. 28.5.2], 

However, the fact from Osten et a!., that the 1000X anneal "caused no structural change" is evidence that the "mixing" 
as claimed already occured by thennal treatment at 600'C in dry nitrogen in accordance with applicant's recipe at 
[0014] to [0019]. That is, applicant's "900-1 OOOX" anneal that makes mixing "easily peri^ormed" per applicant's [0016], 
does not make anything happen in Osten et al., such that mixing must necessarily have already occured from the 
600X anneal in dry nitrogen in accordance with [0014] to [0019]. 

Futhenmore, the extent of "mixing" (such as mixing throughout the completed metallic oxide layer as opposed to mixing 
near an interface) is not cleariy claimed. Particularly, applicant's Fig. 3 is confusing with respect to structural extent of 
the "mixing" since the "mixing to make amorphous" is purportedly "apparent" from the figure [0025] even though Fig. 3 
looks the same as Fig. 2 of Osten et al., and no Si atoms are shown "mixed" in the Pr203. Applicant's claimed 
"mixing" is ambiguous because it could mean "mixing throughout the layer" or it could mean "mixing at or near an 
interface of the layer." 

With respect to claim 20, the examiner agrees that the references cited suggest the degree of crystallinity of metallic 
oxide films of Osten et al. tend toward the right side of Fig. 1 .1 of Pierret, while applicant's description of the invention 
tends toward the left side of Fig. 1 .1 of Pierret. Yet, applicant's claimed "amorphous or polycrystal" temiinology is ill- 
defined since these tenns are temfis "based on the degree of atomic order."
